t i a lan situation is still very uncertain, 
ami officials are awaiting with some 
concern tho developm ents of the next 
forty-eight hours. 
No final answ er has 
com e to M inister Bowen’s proposition 
offering a guaranty as dem anded by 
the allies, as a prelim inary to the rais­ 
ing of th* blockade and the relief of 
th e unfortunate situation in which the 
blockade places th e people and govern­ 
m ent of Venezuela. 
The contention 
of the three allies that they shall be 
given preferential treatm en t in settle­ 
m ent and paym ent of their claim s as 
against all the other seven creditor 
nations, is the point on which th e ne­ 
gotiations 
now hang fire. 
M inister 
Bowen is insistent that the allies shall 
not have preferential treatm ent in the 
m a tte r of paym ent of the claims, and 
in all his conferences with the re p re ­ 
sentatives of 
the European 
govern* 
rn* nts hr ie he has m ade his position 
jrery clear. 
It is known th at he has 
declined to modify his dem ands in this 
r e a p e d . 
P ressu re along 
certain in­ 
fluential lines has been brought to bear 
on the allies to show the justice of 
Mr. Bowen's contention. The rejection 
of his proposition for the tre a tm e n t of 
all creditors alike, it is believed here, 
would result in throw ing the case to 
T h e Hague tribunal, before which body 
ail the nations having claim s against 
V enezuela would be placed on an equal 
footing. 
It is known th a t th e allies 
would prefer th a t this should not be 
done, as consideration of the claims 
by that body would entail m uch delay 
In their settlem ent, and there are other 
features which m ake it desirable to 
th e allies th a t the claims be settled 
outside th a t body. One of them is that 
if they cam e before The H ague, Vene­ 
zuela would have the right to 
Set Up Counter Claims 
a s an offset to th opt presented by th e 
allies. 
These, it is said, might reduce 
considerably the am ount of money to 
by Venezuela. 
For these and other reasons it is not 
surprising to well informed persons 
here that th e European gov* rnrnonts 
a re taking tim e to consider fully their 
reply to Mr. Bow en’s proposition be­ 
fore m aking 
th e ir final answer. 
At 
the sam e tim e the fact that they have 
not agreed upon their answ er caused 
an uneasy feeling in W ashington and 
som e apprehension as to what the fu­ 
ture may bring forth. 
M inister 
Bowen continues hopeful 
of a favorable answ er to his proposi­ 
tion. 
He realizes that the question is 
an important one to the nations in­ 
volved, and i 
not unwilling that th y 
should take tim* to consider the ques­ 
tion fully. 
Up to a late hour the al 
lies’ j * pres*'utf ive 
had received ne 
Answer from their governm ents, and 
th e w wa. no ocr as ion for them to see 
Mr. I low'* <t. 
It is J. ai nod th a t on the second day 
a f t e r r , a r r i v a l here. M inister Bowen 
informed the French diplom atic rep­ 
resentative in W ashington th a t 
the 
F r e m h claim s would be treated on the 
s a m e 'basis as claims of the allies and 
would be tak en up after the blockade 
w as raised. 
Relying on this assurance. 
th e French governm ent has rem ained 
inactive, but it is stated th a t should 
the allied powers be granted preferen­ 
tial tre a tm e n t France would tak e steps 
at once to protect her Venezuelan in­ 
terests and would 
m ake represen ta­ 
tions on th* subject to the foreign of­ 
ficere at London, Berlin and Rome.
